MINIATURE  LOCOMOTIVE  MODELS 

—EARLY  AND  LATE— ARE  SHOWN 
—WORLD’S  FAIR  EXHIBIT. 

Several  students  and  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  College  were  entertained 
last  week  by  an  educational  exhibit  on 
the  south  side- of  the  Maryville  square. 
A  group  of  miniature  locomotives,  the 
work  of  Ernest  Warther,  master  carver 
of  Dover,  Ohio,  were  on  display.  The 
locomotives  made  of  walnut,  ivory,  and 
mother  of  pearl,  were  all  constructed 
on  a  miniature  scale  according  to  the 
blue  pi'ints  followed  in  the  building  of 
the  originals.  Every  detail  was  arrang¬ 
ed  so  well  In  the  models  that,  as  yet, 
engineers  have  not  been  able  to  p|ck  a 
flaw  anywhere  in  the  work,  The  mod¬ 
els  show  the  progress  in  locomotion 
from  the  old  “tea  kettle”  designed  by 
Sir  Isaac  Walton,  which  model  was 
never  completed,  to  the  present  day 
modern  locomotive.  The  locomotives 
along  with  two  other  models,  made  en¬ 
tirely  of  ebony  and  pearl,  and  another 
which  the  carver  has  partially  finished, 
will  soon  be  placed  on  exhibit  at  the 
Chicago  World’s  Fair.  Tom,  Mr.  War- 
ther’s  son  who  is  following  in  his  fath¬ 
er’s  footsteps,  can  quickly  and  deftly 
carve  a  workable  pair  of  pliers  from  a 
block  of  soft  wood.  He  takes  great 
pride  in  explaining  to  on-lookers  the 
details  of  his  father’s  work. 

The  exhibit,  valued  at  $250,000,  is 
carried  in  a  steel  bodied  truck.  It  is  all 
the  results  of  a  man's  spare  time  after 
a  full  day’s  work  every  day  over  a  per¬ 
iod  of  ten  years.  The  nature  of  the 
work  and  the  time  required  for  its 
completion  make  their  slokan  quite 
appropriate.  The  slogan  is  printed  in 
large  red  letters  on  the  back  of  the 
truck— “DETERMINATION,”

MITZEL  AND  CLYDE  SPARKS  WIN  IN 

HEATED  STUDENT  COUNCIL  ELECTION 

Votes  For  President:  Mitzel,  281;  Russell  Noblet,  168; 
Wallace  Culver,  39  —  Votes  For  Vice-President: 
Sparks,  296;  Clarence  Woolsey,  186. 


With  the  winding  up  cf  the  campaign 
Sunday  night,  one  of  the  most  exciting 
student  political  contests  ever  staged  on 
the  campus  came  to  a  close  and  amidst 
the  ballyhoo  of  the  various  candidates 
the  voters  went  to  the  polls  Monday  to 
register  their  will.  The  vctlng  was  con¬ 
siderably  lighter  than  was  expected 
only  about  five  hundred  and  ten  votes 
entering  the  ballot  box.  .Mitzel  won  the 
election  handsomely,  obtaining  281 
votes  to  168  for  Noblet  and  39  for  Wal¬ 
lace  Culver.  The  vice-presidency  was 
won  just  as  overwhelmingly  by  Clyde 
Sparks  of  Gaynor  who  defeated  Clar¬ 
ence  Woolsey  of  Braymer  290  to  188. 
This  was  the  first  office  ever  held  by 
Sparks  who  was  nominated  by  Wilbur 
Heekin.  Woolsey  was  editor  fo  last 
year's  Tower.  Russell  Noblet  was  the 
vice-president  of  the  student  council 
last  year  and  at  the  present  time  Is 
, provisional  president  of  the  same  body, 
Wallace  Culver's  small  vote  came  as  a 
surprise  to  many,  for  although  he  was 
conceded  no  chance  to  win,  yet  he  has 
been  prominent  In  campus  politics. 

Raymond  Mitzel,  the  new  president, 
Is  a  member  of  the  M  Club,  a  three  let¬ 
ter  man,  and  the  winner  of  the  How¬ 
ard  Leech  athletic-scholarship  award. 
He  ran  as  an  independent  and  Is  not  a 
member  of  a  fraternity.  In  an  Inter¬ 
view  surrounded  by  a  group  of  con¬ 
gratulatory  friends  Mitzel  said:  "You 
may  say  to  the  student  body  that  I  am 
unable  to  express  my  appreclatoin  In 
words  but  that  I  will  do  my  utmost  to 
express  it  In  all  my  acts  as  president  of 
the  student  council." 

Humphrey,  Mltzel’s  campaign  mnna- 
gex>satd:  “I  am  not  surprised  that  the 


student  body  chose  to  repose  their  con¬ 
fidence  in  Mitzel  for  the  presidency  of 
the  student  body. 

In  an  Interview  both  Culver  and  Nob¬ 
let  extended  their  congratulations  to 
Mitzel  and  expressed  themselves  as  re¬ 
signed  to  the  decision  of  the  elector¬ 
ate.” 

Clyde  Sparks  was  very  happy  over 
his  election  and  said:  “This  election 
comes  as  a  complete  surprise  to  me 
and  I  am  deeply  and  profoundly  gi'ate- 
ful  to  my  friends  and  supporters  who 
made  my  election  possible.  I  will  try 
to  deserve  the  confidence  that  they 
have  placed  in  me.  I  am  sorry  that 
Woolsey  and  I  could  not  have  both 
won.” 

There  was  immediate  relaxation  of 
the  strained  atmosphere  that  prevailed 
during  the  campaign  and  old  friends 
who  were  political  enemies  during  the 
lost  few  days  shook  hands  and  offered 
congratulations  or  condolences  which¬ 
ever  happened  to  be  in  ordei'.  The  Sig¬ 
ma  Mu  Delta  were  exultant  because 
they  had  assisted  in  routing  their  old 
political  rivals  the  Sigma  Tau  Gamma. 

Two  new  methods  of  campaigning 
were  introduced  in  this  election.  Boos¬ 
ters  for  Mitzel  captured  a  car  belong¬ 
ing  to  a  “human  fly"  who  happened  to 
be  in  Max’yvllle,  The  car  had  a  loud 
speaker  attachment  and  the  boosters 
"did  the  town"  Saturday.  Special  lant¬ 
ern  slides  at  the  theaters  called  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  big  election  and  urged  every¬ 
one  to  vote  for  the  right  man. 

The  strain  of  the  campaign  had  laid 
its  mark  on  all  the  candidates  and  they 
were  more  pleased  that  the  campaign 
was  finished  than  almost  anyone  else.

FACULTY  MEMBER 
WRITES  FOR  BOOK 

1C.  L.  KELLEY  CONTRIBUTES  TO 
BOOK— HAS  SEVERAL  ARTICLES 
IN  RECENT  MAGAZINES. 

E.  L.  Kelley  of  the  faculty  of  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Business 
Administration,  has  recently  had  sev¬ 
eral  articles  published  in  various  mag¬ 
azines.  "Legislation  and  Business  Edu¬ 
cation  Certification,”  was  published  in 
The  High  School  Teacher;  “Trends  in 
Business  Education  Certification,”  in 
The  American  Shorthand  Teachei’s; 
“The  Questionable  Span  of  Progress,” 
in  The  Journal  of  Business  Education; 
and  "Subsidiary  Methods  of  Bookkeep¬ 
ing  and  Accounting,"  in  The  Balance 
Sheet. 

Mr.  Kelley  is  also  a  ccnrtibutor  to  a 
book  "Research  in  Business  Education.” 
This  book  was  published  last  spring  and 
is  now  being  used  as  a  text  In  the  grad¬ 
uate  school  of  the  University  of  South¬ 
ern  California,  Los  Angeles,  California. 

In  his  articles  on  Business  Education 
Certification,  which  appeared  in  The 
High  School  Teacher  and  The  American 
Shorthand  Teacher,  Mr.  Kelley  points 
out  that  standards  for  business  educa¬ 
tion  instructors  are  being  made  higher, 
and  along  with  this,  there  is  a  growing 
tendency  toward  “special”  certificates. 
Several  states,  at  the  present  time,  is¬ 
sue  a  special  certificate  for  each  field 
of  teaching  instead  of  the  “blanket" 
type  of  certificate.  This,  Mr.  Kelley 
says,  will  lead  to  a  greater  degree  of 
specialization  on  the  part  of  teachers. 
“We  cannot  afford  to  lose  any  ground 
or  time  in  certification.  It  is  neither 
educational  economy  or  progress.  When 
better  education  is  “built,”  certification 
will  do  it.” 

Mr.  Kelley’s  article,  “The  Question¬ 
able  Span  of  Progress,”  shows  facts  that 
make  the  reader  wonder  whether  the 
world  is  really  progressing  at  such  a 
rapid  rate  of  speed  after  all.  Mr.  Kelley 
states  in  this  article  that  back  in  1588 
the  Italians  were  using  armored  tanks 
Which,  at  the  time  cf  the  World  War, 
were  thought  to  be  an  entirely  new  Idea. 
In  1836,  there  were  motor  busses  being 
used  in  England  as  a  means  of  travel. 
These  busses  were  put  out  of  business 
by  the  exhorbitant  taxes  provided  for 
under  the  law  and  by  the  numerous 
prohibitive  regulations,  one  of  them 
being  that  the  coaches  had  to  be  pre¬ 
ceded  by  a  man  walking  and  carrying 
a  red  flag  to  warn  pedestrians  of  the 
dangerous  machine.  This  intei-estlng  ar¬ 
ticle  sets  forth  the  origin  of  many  more 
of  the  so-called  “modem”  inventions 
and  theories.

Merle  Selecman,  now  associated  with 
the  trust  department  of  the  American 
Bankers  Association  in  New  York  and 
formerly  Drector  of  Information  at  the 
College,  was  in  Maryville  last  week  for 
a  short  visit  with  his  mother.

A  Union  soldier  who  was  in  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg  cherished  bitter  feel¬ 
ings  against  the  Confederates.  He  was  lying,  badly  wounded,  not  far  from 
Cemetery  Ridge  when  General  Lee  in  his  retreat  rode  near  him.  The  soldier 
recognized  him  and  shouted  “Hurrah  for  the  Union."  General  Lee  dismount¬ 
ed  and  approached.  “I  thought  he  meant  to  kill  me,”  said  the  soldier  in  relat-

ing  the  story,  “but  he  looked  down  at  me  with  such  a  sad  expression,  and  ex¬ 
tending  his  hand  grasped  mine  and  said,  ‘My  son,  I  hope  you  will  soon  be 
well’."  Then  he  was  defeated,  retiring  from  the  field  of  battle  that  had  cost 
him  and  his  cause  their  last  hope,  and  yet,  he  stopped  to  say  words  like  that 
to  a  Union  soldier  who  had  taunted  him  as  he  passed  by. 

Let  us  apply  this  story  to  our  lives.  Many  times  in  our  lives,  we  face  com¬ 
petition  where  we  either  win  or  lose.  It  is  easy  to  be  a  good  winner  but  it’s 
vary  hard  to  be  a  good  loser.  People  will  always  appland  the  winners,  but  a 
close  follower  of  competitive  activities  will  always  watch  the  attitude  that  the 
loser  takes  toward  defeat.  Nobody  should  be  afraid  of  defeat  if  he  is  defeated 
fighting  In  a  clean  way  and  takes  defeat  in  a  good  sportsmanlike  manner. 


PARTICIPATION  AIDS  IN  LEARNING 

By  doing,  one  may  learn  not  only  to  do  but  to  appreciate.  He  who  tries 
to  paint  a  picture  may  miss  his  aim  widely,  but  he  will  be  better  able  to  un¬ 
derstand  the  work  of  a  master  artist  because,  in  some  small  degree,  he  has 
shared  the  experience  of  producing  something  in  colors  with  a  brush. 

And  so  it  is  with  music;  with  literature;  with  dramatics;  and  with  many 
of  the  humbler  arts  of  the  guild  worker  or  artisan. 

Not  only  appreciation,  but  depth  of  understanding  as  well,  is  enhanced  by 
actual  participation;  the  act  of  doing.  Laboratory  work  in  sciences  may  often 
be  over-emphasized,  especially  for  the  student  who  is  not  preparing  for  re¬ 
search.  But  no  one  comes  to  grips  with  a  subject,  in  the  fullest  sense,  until 
he  has  grasped  it  with  his  hands.  Lectures  may  be  informative.  They  may 
enable  the  student  to  absorb  considerable  knowledge  in  a  short  time.  And 
with  the  ever  enlarging  field  of  knowledge  it  may  be  necessary  that  many  por¬ 
tions  be  surveyed  rather  casually.
